Tenacco PEDDLERsS IN NoRTH CAROLINA.
—1In reply to a letter from the assessor of
internal revenue for the Lhird District of
North Carclina, in relation to the practice
f tobacco peddlers in that distriet who
sell to the little shops *‘chunks” of tobac
co from boxes, and after emptying the
buxes taking therefrom the stamps, whieh
they reaffix to other packages frcm lac-
rories hid away, and sometimes from regis-
tered factories, and askiog for permission
to publish an order requiring dealers to
purchase only in original unbroken packa-
wes, the Commissioner says: _
Since May 1s: peddlers are not required
to be licensed, cr to pay special tax us
sach, and therefore they have no right, us
peddlers, to sell tobacco. Manufacturers
are only authorized to sell tobacco in full
pa~kages, put up as prescribed in sec. 632
and stampes as required by sec. 67. FPed-
dlers employed by manufactorers to eel’
tueir goods have no right in this respect
which their principals, the manufacturers,
have not, and, therefore, such peddlers
can only sell in original and onbroken
packages, and dealers become liable if
they retail manufactured tobaceo othorwise
than from original and stamped packages.

Aund I hold that every trone
Carolinian who loves his >tae snd ui-
home, of whautever party affiration, with
patriotic resolve, ongh' o anit- . heart aua
hand, with all those who ar- deermiced
to avert this impending rain of ber people,

convention bas been voted down, bat its
defeat cannot be upderstcod as au ap-
proval of our present ill-advised and badly
constructed oconstitation.

be much more tedious and less thorough
than a Convention would have been. In
short, we must now concentrate all our
energies upon the work of amending and
improving the Constitation by the lLicgis-
lative enaoctment plan.

Success by this plan is perfectiy cectain,
provided we proceed with cautiou and
moderution, prudence snd patience.

Lt the General Assembly, iwme tiately
on assecmbling, propose a scLeme  of
amendments, embracing ouly sneh as are
most essential and nndoubt-dly d« ir«i by
a large majority of the peeple. For let it
be remembered, that two-thirds of the
Assembiy next to be elected will have to
copcur in the same proposition, sud
therefore it wounld be alteg:ther futile v
include among the projected smevdm+u:'s
apy that is not overwhelm.ng'y popular.
It will be po time, nor proper uvecasion for
riders of hobbies, for theur:sie, for ex-
tremists, or rash couussellira to intruae
their pet ideas, favorite fauveies, or ulrrn
principles.

scheme. Many desirable and us-fui things
muost be left oat, becanse they may Le
debateabie and uucertai. of popnlar ap-
proval as suffrage is constitut d, and mixut
caunse the delfeat of the entire prupusition,
a8 a whole.

The following, in my opinicn, are the
points most nec2ssary to be ineladed in
the proposition, and all which it wonld b:

1. Strike out of the Ccnstitution ¢ very-
thing relaling to the public debt, acd leave
that whole question within the control of
the Legislature.

2 Abolish the township sysicm and
government, end restore the Count)
Courts io their main f-atures as ihe jostest
and cheapest muthcd of adminisicring
srnnty aff«rs.

3. Provide for three Suprem«, and e.ght
superior Court Judges, after the expira-
iion of their terms resp-ctively,ur us thor
offices becowe vacaut- paying tbe Sngperior
Court Judg+=s an annaa! salary of 82,000,
anpd have them to alterpate; and elsct
them as at present, by the qaalified voters
cf the State.

4. Provide for the biennial sessiors of
the General Assembly, and fix the ptr
diem at three dollars and mileage ten
cents.

5. Strike out the provision requiring a
State census ia 1875 and every ten years
thereafter.

6. Abolish the provisions relating to
‘he code commissiqn. and requiring a code
of eivil procedure.

7. Provide for biennial terms cf the
Governor and other Executive officers, and
fix the ealary of the Governor at $3,000
annually, and reduce and ux the salaries of
other Execative officers.

S, Abelish the offics of Superintendent
of Pablic Works.

9. Remodel our present wretelici sys—
tem of public insiruction, so as to make
it less expeusive, and more ben:ficial to
the children of both races.

Here ars nine specificatioos of amend-
ments, all of which are very importaunt,
indeed absolately necessary in the admio-
istration ¢f the government of the Stale,
for the interest and prosperity of her peo-
ple; ana they will therefore meet with
the heariy spproval of a vast - majouity.—
And the constitation, thas amendead, fol
lowed ap by wise and jadicious legislsticn
in the future, our dear old Ovmmon-
wealth——dear to every true son of her soil

The boys were now riding so
swiftly that they could not manage their
fiery steeds, and at lest they came togeth-
er, the horses heads ocoming in contact
with each other with sach force as to break
the neck of Dr. Adams’ horse, and injar-
1og the horse of Mr. Farley to such an
extent ns to rander it unfit for any farther
service, and tke most remarkable part of
the aceident 13, that peither of tke riders
wera injured in the least.

A Kentacky m&n who attempted to cross
a bigh raiiroad bridge at Sheperdsville, in
that State, oa the 24th ult., stumbled and
folt between the ties, but fortunately man-
ag~d to grasp a tie with bhis hands, and
there hung faogling, with 100 feet of sheer
tall beneatn bim, IHe was utterly unable
to regain the top of the bridge, and hbe
haug on with a death grasp until his cries
br mght susastance. Lifted from his peri-
t s yosiaon, he was led off the bridge,
and he sat down ‘or a few minutes, appa-
reutly overcowe b; the dapngar through
which he Fad passed. Then he got up,
as he sad, to go home, walked a few steps,
apd feil to the ground dead. Physicians
who carefully examined his body say that
there ' «s no bruise or woundjscflicient to
disable him, much less canse death, and
are of the opipion that his d<a‘*h was cau-
sed by fright.

A2 Excursiom Party Upset in Niagara
River_Narrow Kscape of Four People
from Drowning A Gallant Rescuc,

The river near Black QRNock harbor was
the scene of wkat came very vear being a
terrible accident Saturday evening.

_Abont 7% o’clock, a fishing party, con
eisting of Rev. August Grotrain, of Dear-
born street, his daughter, Miss Emma
Grotrain, Rev. Dr. Otto Barger, and Prof.
Edward Moeller, were at anchor in a small
boat off the lower end of Squaw Island.—
The steam yacat Jennie Suotton haviog in
tow a barge londed with hay, came aloug
and steamed into the harbor, The tow, as
it swung around, was caught by the cor-
rent, and, before a eollision could be pre-
vented, strock the boat heavily, capsiziog
it and precipitating the entire party into
the water. The current is very swift at
that point, and the situation was danger-
ous :n the exireme. Mr. Grotrian and
Prof. Moeller managed to cling to the
barge, bat Dr, Barger and Miss Grotrian
were left to a fearfunl struggle with the
water. The former is a stroog swimmer,
hat his efforts were directed to saving the
young lady rather than himeelf, and he
became so much exhausted that he was
forced to give np the struggle, and had
sank twice, when he was rescoed by
BMessrs. Asa Waters and J. O. Henderson,
who were rowing in the vicinity.

Miss Grotrain was in a desperate plight,
and it seemed that she won!d sarely jer-
ish; but BMr. Bosbert Aroold, who fortu-
nately hsppened fo be rowing over to his
bomein Yori Erie, happened to come
along at the critical moment, and by his
gallant exertions the drowning lady was
rescued after she bad sunk the third
time. Ia either ber cuse or that of Dr.
Buarger, a very :few seconds more would
bave proved fatal, and Miss Grotraia was
resuscitated with great difficuity as i’ was.
The party feel extremely grateful for the
opportuoue assistance which saved their
lives, and 1t is cerizinly remarkable that
